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Bill on Selection of 
Chiefs Not Favored

Chairman, House Military Committee. 
HE method for the selection of chiefs 
and assistant chiefs of branches of 
the War Department is now provided 
for in the National Defense Act in Sec- 
tion 4c. H. R. 8152, embodying proposed 
changes in that method as suggested by 
the General Personnel Board in their 
supplemental report is Section 2 of the 
General bill (H. R. 7743), with one pro- 
viso omitted and a new one added taken 
from Section 3 of the general bill, mak- 
ing provision for the Board of General 
Officers to be charged with creating and 

maintaining the proposed eligible list. 

To Restrict Selection. 

This measure is designed to restrict 
the selection of Chiefs of Infantry, Cav- 
alry, Field Artillery and Coast Artil- 
lery and The Inspector General to Major 
Generals of the line. The bill also re- 
stricts the selection of Chiefs of the 
Air Corps, the Corps of Engineers, the 
Signal Corps, the Adjutant General’s 
Depariment, the Quartermaster Corps, 
the Finance Department, the Ordnance 
Department and the Chemical Warfare 
Service from among colonels commis- 
sioned in the branch and whose names 
are borne on an eligible list for such 
branch; this eligible list to be prepared 
annually by a general board provided 
for the purpose, consisting of five major 
generals and the chief of each branch 
to act while the list for his particular 
branch is being prepared. 

(cs Present Law Provisions. 








The »resent law provides that selec- 
tion shall be made from among major 
generals, brigadier generals or colonels 


who have demonstrated they are quali- 
fied fer appointment, except that the 
Air Corps Act provides that the Chief 
of Air Corps may be selected for the 
period of seven years from 1926 from 
“office of any grade commissioned in 
the Air Corps and having more than 15 
years: of commissioned service.” 

The bill further provides that the As- 
sistent Chiefs of branches. shall be 
named from among officers of not less 
than fifteen years’ commissioned service 
whose names are carried on an eligible 
list prepared by the same board which 
the list for Chiefs, and carries

a section that these assistant chiefs 
shall be retired with the rank and re- 


tired pny of the grade held as assistant 
chief of a branch. 

Tn support of the measure the General 
Personnel Board stated in their report: 

(b) Section 2.—This section deals with 
the appointment of chiefs of branches, mak- 
ing only such changes as have a distinct re- 
lation to the promotion system, as the board 
believes desirable. It contemplates that the 
successors to the present incumbents of the 
offices of Chiefs of Infantry, Cavalry, Field 
Artillery, and Coast Artillery and the In-

Class B Measure Held Illegal 
HE bill, S. 2379, providing “that the 
findings of the final classification 
board shall be final and not subject to 
revision,” has been disapproved by the 
Secretary of War. 

This measure is one of the 14 separate 
legislative drafts which accompanied the 
Teport and recommendations of the Gen- 
eral Personnel Board to the Military 
Committees of the Congress. The Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs of the House 
of Representatives has not as yet asked 
for a report on this suggested legisla- 
tion from the Secretary of War and in- 
dications are that members of the Com- 
mittee are so opposed to it that it will 
never receive consideration. 

In a letter to the Senate Committee on

House Acts on 1929 Army Funds 





VOTING $531,400 additional to in- 

crease the number of 14-day Reserve 
Officer trainees and $500,000 to provide 
for the holding of the National Matches 
at Camp Perry, Ohio, this year, the 
House yesterday acted on the Army Ap- 
propriations Bill after a week of debate. 
The Wurzbach amendment providing the 
additional funds for Reserve training 
was passed by a vote of 268 to 91, the 
recommendations of the Committee on 
Appropriations and the Budget being 
disregarded. The Speaks amendment 
providing for the National Matches was 
approved by a vote of 240 to 119. The 
House also tacked on $5,886,310 for 
rivers and harbors. 

Reserve Funds Discussed. 

The discussion on the Reserve and Na- 
tional Match amendments consumed so 
much time that little effort was made 
in the House to increase the enlisted 
strength of the Army by adding funds 
to care for the Air Corps increment of 
1,248 men, as provided by law. It was 
originally planned by those favoring 
such an increase to fight for an amend- 
ment to this effect, but in view of de- 
velopments, it was decided to leave this 
question to the Senate since Senator 
Robinson, of Arkansas, Democratic 
leader, has indicated that amendments 
providing for this increase will be offered 
in that chamber. 

Progress of the bill through the House 
was marked by numerous attacks from 
various members who wished to over- 
ride the Appropriations Committee and 
the Budget by increasing the amounts 
carried in the measure for different 
items, except in one instance when Rep- 
resentative Burton, of Ohio, noted pac- 
ifist, attempted to eliminate $55,000 
earried for the purpose of purchasing 
gas masks for the Army.

Housing Bill in Conference 
(THE Air Corps Construction bill, H. R. 
~~ 7009, has passed the Senate and is 
now in conference between the House 
and Senate Conferees. 

Carrying a total of $4,283,716 for 
necessary construction at Air Corps fly- 
ing fields and depots when it passed the 
House, this bill has had a varied career. 
Additional items inserted by the Senate 
have increased the total authorization to 
something approximating $6,550,000, part 
of which is for the construction of the 
West Point Barracks and razing of the 
old mess hall carried in a separate bill 
in the House. 

Action on this bill has been so sporadic 
that at the time of going to press, it was 
impossible to forecast accurately the 
final amount which will be carried after 
the discussion of the House and Senate 
Conferees. 

The bill was at one time ordered re- 
ported by the Senate Committee after 
eliminating the provision for helium gas 
containers at Scott Field, Ill., an item of 
$49,000, only to be called back for the 
insertion of some additional Air Corps 
items pertaining to the new Primary 
Flying School at San Antonio, Tex. Then 
the bill passed the Senate. On the fol- 
lowing day, a motion was presented to 
reconsider the vote by Senator Curtis, of 
Kansas, which was adopted, and an addi- 
tional amendment was inserted provid- 
ing a sum of approximately $120,000 for 
construction at Fort Riley. 

As passed by the Senate, the bill in- 
cludes not only items for Air Corps con- 
struction, but several additional amounts 
which had been authorized by the House 
in separate bills, besides amendments in- 
serted by the Senate. The Conferees’ 
report is expected within the next few 
days. 











in charge of the bill, together with Rep- 
resentative Garrett, of Tennessee, op- 
posed the Burton amendment which was 
defeated by a vote of 70 to 21. 

An amendment, proposed by Repre- 
sentative Wurzbach, of Texas, increas- 
ing the appropriation for the Organized 
Reserves so as to enable the War De- 
partment to offer 20,000 Reserve Officers 
the two-week training period instead of 
only 16,000 as provided in the bill, pro- 
voked a lively debate. Representatives 
Madden and Barbour, of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, vigorously opposed the 
increase, while Representatives Wurz- 
bach and McSwain, of South Carolina, 
pressed a winning fight for the Reserves. 
Mr. Wurzbach’s amendment was adopted 
by a vote of 83 to 72. 

Wurzbach States Views. 

Extracts from the debate on the Re- 
serves follow: 

Mr. Wurzbach: Mr. Chairman, this is 
one amendment that ought to be adopted, 
The purpose of this amendment is to in- 
crease the appropriation made for the 
Organized Reserve, so that instead of pro- 
viding for the training of 16,000 officers 
for 15 days for the fiscal year 1929, 20,- 
000 «officers instead will be _ provided 
ie, * ¢ © 

Now, there are 110,000 officers of the 
reserve enrolled. There are at least 60,000 
ot these officers who are on the active list, 
and who would accept training at least 
once in every three years. So that, under 
the plan adopted by the Committee on Ap- 
propriations of a three-year training pe- 
riod, and taking the minimum of 60,000 
officers of the reserve, 20,000 officers is 
the minimum that ought to be provided 
for each year. 

Now, I think It ought to be understood 
by the membership of the House that these 
officers of the Organized Reserve are not 
coming here as beggars begging for some- 
thing to benefit themselves, but they come 
only as they came in 1917 and 1918, beg- 
zing for the opportunity to sérve and to 
render similar patriotic service in these 
days of peace that they so cheerfully of- 
fered during those strenuous days 10 years 
ago. The Organized Reserve has increased

Ask Navy Program Cost Chart 


WITH general hearings on the naval 
construction program practically 
concluded, the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee marked time this week under an 
agreement to meet again as soon as the 
Navy Department prepares and submits 
a chart which will give precise informa- 
tion regarding the cost of the program 
Secretary Wilbur has recommended. 

Meanwhile, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy T. Douglas Robinson has put the 
Department’s machinery in motion to 
comply with the Committee’s cost-chart 
request as made to him at the last meet- 
ing by Chairman Butler. The Chair- 
man asked that the chart be prepared 
in a way that would show concisely the 
annual expenditures of the Navy dur- 
ing the eight years in which the build- 
ing would be underway, including the 
amounts required by the regular estab- 
lishment, the additional funds needed for 
the proposed construction program plus 
aviation expenditures under the five- 
year program. 

While work on the charts has been 
started at the Navy Department, the 
officers in charge are unable to predict 
when their tabulations can be put in 
shape for submission to the Committee. 
The task is regarded as having a vital 
bearing ‘upon the success of the program 
before the Committee and the House 
and will be executed with painstaking 
care, 

Secretary Wilbur was not recalled by 
the Committee when it met Monday, al- 
though his appearance had been sched- 
uled for that day. The Committee decided 
that it had obtained sufficient informa- 
tion of the sort the Secretary would be

Submarine Abolition {| 
Resolution Explained

Representative From Massachusetts. | 
MY one idea in introducing the reso- 
jution looking towards an agrees 
ment among the nations of the world to 
prohibit the use of submarines and dis- 
continuing their construction, was in the 
cause of humanity. i 
The World War showed conclusively, 
that to be used effectively they must, 
cominit cold blooded murder. The acts 
done against merchant ships were 
against international law at that time 
and are still. But, in the desperation 
and heat of war nations are apt some-, 
times to forget treaties and laws and do 
what they think is necessary for their 
own preservation. 
Only Favored If Universal. 

My resolution is not a proposition for 
this country to do away with submarines’ 
unless other nations will agree to do the! 
same. The submarine is a delicately, 
constructed vessel and is a menace not 
only in time of war but in time of peace,’ 
as has been shown by the numerous ace, 
cidents not only in this country but in 
Europe, too. 

I have always strongly favored keepe 
ing up our national defense, and always’ 
shall, but if other nations will join us, 
in banning submarines we can afford to 
do so. ' 

Accidents are by no. means neces-' 
sarily due to carelessness but rather to! 
the inherent delicacy of construction and! 
difficulty of maneuvering these vessels. 
I have served on the sea with our Navy, 
and I know that the officers and men in’ 
our service are among our finest, most 
intelligent, and patriotic citizens. 2 

Military Value Discussed. 4 

Whatever military value submarines 
may have, and the World War showed 
that against warships, and merchant 
ships, and troop. ships, properly pro-! 
tected by destroyers, they were not of: 
supreme value, we can afford to give 
them up if other countries will do so 
too. Let us remember that submarines 
did not prevent 2,000,000 of our troops 
crossing the ocean, when we consider 
their military value. 

As to how other nations may feel, 
that is a matter for future discussion 
and argument. Policies of nations often 
change and what seems necessary at 
one time may prove of little value at 
another. 

At the Washington Conference Mr. 
Hughes said that if the arguments for 
abandoning the submarines could be an- 
swered he thought that that answer had 
yet to come. 7 





Sub Ban Held Impractical 
REACTION in Naval circles. to the 
Frothingham resolution, proposing 
a multilateral treaty abolishing the sub- 
marine as an instrument of war, is that 
the scheme merely re-echoes the issue 
which confronted the six-year-old Wash- 
ington Arms Limitation Conference and 
has no more chance to become effective 
at this time than it had in 1922. 
Secretary Kellogg’s letter to Mr. 
Frothingham stating his approval of 
submarine abolition, providing all other 
nations sign a treaty prohibiting the 
use and construction of submersibles, 
Naval authorities contend, is but another 
assertion of policy similar to that made 
by former Secretary Hughes when he 
advised the 1922 conferees that the

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Proposal to Abolish Submarines Draws Varied Press Comment 





ECRETARY OF STATE KELLOGG'’S endorsement of Representative Frothing- 
ham’s resolution to abolish submarines by international agreement, with the 
proviso that the United States was not to take such action unless all the powers 
agreed, has elicited considerable editorial comment in Eastern and foreign papers. 
It is practically the unanimous opinion of editors here that, if the abolition of sub- 
sea craft could be universally accomplished it would be a good thing. Several sug- 
gest a proposal to internationally outlaw poison gas as well. Abroad, the reaction 
is also great, the views of press being tempered by their national standing on the 
sea. The British, who would benefit greatly by such a proposal, are in hearty ac- 
cord with the suggestion. The French and Italians, who blocked submarine limita- 
tion in 1922, are just as heartily opposed to the proposition. 


He Buffalo Courier-Express (Independent), remarks: “To abolish submarines is, 

of course, easier said than done. This country, Great Britain and Japan might 
agree to outlaw the undersea assassins, but France and Italy might not see their 
way clear to become parties to such an agreement. Secretary Kellogg’s approval of 
the anti-submarine resolution in Congress is, however, welcome evidence of the 
Administration’s attitude toward armament. Though one may have come to hope 
for much but to expect little international disarmament in the immediate future, one 
can still find in Mr. Kellogg’s statement a gratifying indication that governments 
ure at least tending toward reduction of the weapons of war.” 


HE New York Herald-Tribune (Republican), thinks: “There is little chance that 
all the naval powers will agree to discontinue the submarine. At Geneva the 
auxiliary tonnage limitations suggested by the United States were rejected by Great 
Britain, but not because the British wanted to retain the submarine. They are, in 
fact, extremely anxious to get rid of it. But they are even more anxious to avoid 
limitation, in accordance with the Washington treaty ratio, of cruiser tonnage. On 
the other hand, France and Italy are more concerned about submarine strength than 
they are about cruiser or destroyer strength. In all the smaller navies the subma- 
rine, because it is cheap to build and has great defensive value, is ranked as an ex- 
ceptionally useful auxiliary weapon, offsetting to some extent disparities in capital 
ships. So long as this marked divergence of interest exists between the greater and 
smaller naval powers it is futile to expect submarine abolition.” 


HE New York Sun (Republican), feels: “It would be a great thing for civiliza- 

tion if the submarine could be abolished. But that will not happen so long as 

one government holds out for it. If and when the submersible ceases to be an in- 

strument of war, the nations should make the occasion doubly happy by prohibiting 
poison gas also.” — 


HE New York World (Democratic), declares: “Of course the United States: Gov- 
ernment would look with friendly eyes on the abolition of the submarine as an 
engine of war. Obviously, no harm would follow if by resolution Congress were to 
express the opinion that the construction of submarines should cease. Why should 
the Administration object? For first, as Secretary Kellogg takes pains to explain 
all the nations of the world, without a single exception, must be willing to sign a 
treaty ‘prohibiting the use of submarines entirely’; on that condition only the 
United States would not dissent. But as the world is today, that unanimity seems 
remote; so the Frothingham proposal in the circumstances amounts to little more 


THE Philadelphia Public Ledger (Republican), believes submarines could be abol- 

ished “with profit” asserting: “This type of craft is something worse than use- 
less in peace time. It cannot be employed for patrolling trade routes. It forms only 
a secondary element in sea power. In war time it is virtually impossible to use it 
as a weapon without violating the rules of war and offending all fundamental sense 
of decency. Secretary Kellogg tells the Foreign Affairs Committee of the House 
that the United States is willing to sign a general agreement for abolishing the 
submarine. Great Britain would be rather more than willing. So would Japan. But 
it is the second-rate naval Powers—such as France and Italy—that cling to this 
weapon. Their excuse is its relative cheapness. They are blind enough not to 
realize how expensive unrestricted submarine warfare proved to Germany. Greater 
foresight would show them the risk they are taking in insisting upon this cheap 
weapon.” 


‘THE Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican), discusses the attitude of the various 

powers, holding “Prohibition of the use of submarines in warfare by agree- 
ment among nations has been a definite objective in international affairs since Ger- 
many used the weapon ruthlessly for the destruction of merchant shipping carry- 
ing cargoes to the ports of her enemies.” 


THE Baltimore Sun (Democratic), links the submarine proposal with the Navy 
construction program and concludes that it “comes at an opportune moment.” 


‘THE Washington Post (Republican), expresses the opinion that “There is no rea- 

son in morals or international law why the United States should not use sub- 
marines for defense. If all nations should reach the stage where they are willing to 
abolish the submarine the United States will not be found in opposition to them; 
but in the meantime, with the world as it is, with realities and not pipe dreams to 
deal with, the United States will develop submarines to the highest possible point 
of efficiency and destructiveness, and keep them ready for use.” 


(THE Washington Evening Star (Independent), comments: “What is apparently 

not so obvious to all concerned is that, pending the time when war itself shall be 
effectively outlawed through the compromising of those international obstacles which 
today stand in the way, it is hopeless to try to outlaw potential instruments of atroc- 
ity which are the componerts of the major atrocity of modern civilization. And 
that is war.” 


THE EUROPEAN PRESS varies widely in opinion. The British News of the 

World and Weekly Dispatch hail the proposals favorably. The Labor Daily 
Herald thinks the question linked up inseparably with the problem of freedom 
of the seas “which dominated every issue of naval policy.” The London Times be- 
lieves the proposal attractive but hopeless. The Le Temps and other French pub- 
Jiecations comment on the proposal and its publication on the eve of the signing of 
Franco-American treaty in a critical vein. Italy’s reaction is summed up by La 
Tribuna, which states: “If these are grave technical defects in the construction of 
American submarines it is not a good reason for condemning generally the adop- 
tion of subsea craft by all naval powers.” Jt adds that the Secretary’s move is 
“another great episode in American conduct, in later years characterized by the 
frequent assumption of big initiatives in problems of general European interest.” 

L’Impero says that the Kellogg proposal is “absurd” and unacceptable, adding

Washington Government approved such 

a course in principle. 

It is recalled that France, Japan and 
Italy opposed submarine limitation when 
it was injected, as one of the outstand- 
ing controversies, into the Arms Lmita- 
tion Conference while it was completely 
endorsed by Great Britain and partially 
by the United States. There is no doubt 
but that the positions of these Naval 
powers remains unchanged and, it is 
said by competent authorities on Naval 
and international affairs, that neither 
France, Italy nor Japan would become 
signatories to such a treaty as Secre- 
tary Kellogg has mentioned. 

England has not forgotten the starva- 
tion scare of 1914 and _ the following 
World War years, for which the sub- 
marines of Germany were responsible. 

As for the United States, the policy 
Jaid down by the General Board in 1925 
still has the endorsement of Navy ex- 
perts. It calls for the completion of 
submarines now building, for the main- 
tenance of effective submarine tonnage 
in conformity with capital ship ratios 
and provides that no submarine shall be 
scrapped “ynless its material condition 
or its military characteristics make it 
undesirable for retention.” 

Mr. Kellogg’s letter on the proposed 
ban, sent to the Chairman of the Com- 
mittce on Foreign Affairs, follows: 

I received your letter asking the De- 
partment’s report or recommendation on 
i. J. 139 expressing the opinion of Con- 
mress against the use of submarines, etc. 
There is no objection to the resolution 
provided it expresses the opinion of Con- 
gress that submarines be abolished and 
their construction prohibited by all the 
nations of the world.. Of course, it would 
be impossible for one country to abolish 
submarines and leave any other country 
free to build and operate them. The 
United States would be willing to sign a 
treaty with all the other Powers of the 
world prohibiting the use of submarines 
entirely. I suggest, therefore, that the 
yesolution be amended to read as follows: 

Resolved by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, that it 
is the opinion of the Congress of the 
United States that all nations of the 
world should unite in prohibiting the use 
of submarines and discontinuing the con- 


struction thereof in every country. 
That the Government of the United 


States continue to use efforts to bring 
about these results. 





Women Endorse Defense Plans 
"HE annual meeting of the Women’s 


Patriotic Conference on National 
Defense was held in Memorial Continental 
Hall, Washington, D. C., February 1, 2, 
and 3. The call was issued to the thirty- 
four patriotic organizations by Mrs. A. 
J. Brosseau, president general of the 
D, A. R., who was chairman of the move- 
ment. Mrs. Robert Wallbridge, national 
president of the American Legion Aux- 
iliary was vice chairman. 

Quoting extracts from an annual ad- 
dress of President Coolidge wherein he 
asserted that further reductions of our 
Army and Navy personnel should not be 
made the Conference went on record as 
favoring a sufficient number of Reserve 
Officers to be trained each year so as to 
meet the estimates of the Chief of Staff 
for 220,000 Reserve Officers to function 
the six field army mobilization plan of 
the War Department. 

Numerous resolutions were proposed 
and adopted, bearing on the subjects 
diseussed,and the following are extracts 
from a number of the more vital reso- 
lutions pertaining to the National De- 
fense: 

We endorse the pending navy program 
in Congress including the building of 5 
airplane carriers, 25 cruisers, 9 destroyer 
leaders and 35 submarines and the naval 
aviation building program sufficient to 
equip these vessels adequately and the 
immediate construction of the two rigid 
airships for the Navy already authorized 
by Congress. 

Resolved that we uphold the training 
of youth in the Reserve Officers Training 
Corps and in the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camps as giving to the Nation the 
highest exemplification of strong Ameri- 
can manhood. 

Whereas the Tyson-Fitzgerald Bills to 
make such retirement effective, are now 
pending in the Senate and the House; 
therefore be it resolved that this Confer- 
ence earnestly requests the Congress to 
enact this just legislation at the present 
session of Congress. 

The Capper-Johnson Bill to provide the 
universal draft in the event of war has 
now been pending before the Congress 
for five years; and

measure, in that it would make war

Just before the recess was taken the 
Committee informally received the Hon. 
Cc. D. Burney, of Great Britain, a mem- 
ber of the naval affairs committee of 
the House of Commons. The _ distin- 
guished visitor was informed by Chair- 
man Butler that the business of the 
Committee before which he appeared 
was “to build an American fleet.” 

Mr. Burney contended in informal con- 
versations with committeemen that a 
“race” in naval armaments between the 
United States and Great Britain would 
be “the worst thing” that could happen 
to the two nations. At the same time, 
however, he said the American program 
had not aroused any concern in England 
and it was his opinion that the great 
majority of British legislators recog- 
nized the right of the United States to 
possess a Navy equal to that of Great 
Britain. 

Rear Adm. Charles B. McVay, jr., 
Budget Officer for the Navy, was the 
last witness examined by the Committee 
before it recessed. He presented figures 
on the “estimated” annual operation cost 
of the 74 vessels contemplated in the 
building program. The total operation 
cost annually for these ships, he said, 
would be $60,452,000. He pointed out, 
however, that this sum did not take into 
consideration the ships to be replaced 
by the proposed program.

in numbers from 76,000 in 1923 to 110,000 
in 1227. Notwithstanding this steady 
growth, instead of making increased ap- 
propriations for the training of these men 
for two weeks each year, Congress is ap- 
parently seeking to cut down the appro- 
priations each year and permitting smaller 
numbers to train each year. 

Mr. McSwain: * * * chairmain of the sub- 
committee has referred to the fact that 
only 47,000 out of 110,000 Reserve Officers 
are carrying on their correspondence 
course at home. Well, instead of that be- 
ing a disparaging fact, it is commendable. 
I say to you I think it is a very remark- 
able showing that so many men are car- 
rying on this correspondence course for 
which they receive not one cent. In the 
evening, when other people, who are en- 
joving the protection these men are of- 
fering to give them when war breaks, 
if it should break—and if sure it never 
will break, then the whole thing is utter 
folly—when other people are going to the 
theaters or sitting around with their easy 
slippers on reading novels or playing 
cards, these men, after a hard day’s work, 
are sitting down over their tables and 
working out problems and answering the 
interrogatories that have been sent out 
by the War Department. I say that for 
that work, for which they receive not one 
cent, they are entitled to the commenda- 
tion of this Congress and of this country, 
because in these days it is a saddening 
fact that so few people are willing to do 
anything at all of a patriotic nature with- 
out being paid for it.* * *

S-4. Inquiry Report Studied 
HE Naval court of inquiry which in- 
vestigated the sinking of the S-4 off 
Provincetown, Mass., December 17, has 
handed its report to Secretary Wilbur 
who announced this week that the docu- 
ment would be kept secret until he, 
Rear Adm. R. H. Leigh, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, and Rear Adm. 
E. H. Campbell, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, had ample opportunity to carefully 
study the report in all its phases. 

The Secretary said it was his inten- 
tion to expedite the review of the report 
but that its contents were so voluminous 
that this task could not be accomplished 
within any fixed or abbreviated time. 

The report contains approximately 700 
pages of testimony, findings and recom- 
mendations. The findings and recom- 
mendations alone, it was said, cover 33 
single-spaced typewritten pages. More 
than 125 findings of fact were under- 
stood to have been reported by the court. 

Senate and House conferees on the 
resolution for a joint investigation of 
the S-4 disaster are expected to await 
publication of the Navy court’s report 
before they undertake to reach an agree- 
ment upon the Congressional inquiry 
proposal. 

The Senate managers plan to insist 
on the Senate amendment of the orig- 
inal House measure, under which the 
disaster itself would become the sub- 
ject of a joint Congressional inquiry, 
with a presidential commission looking 
only to devices for insuring greater 
safety of submarines and their crews.

San Diego Base Grows 

San Diego, Calif. (Special).—This de- 
stroyer and submarine base is assuming 
an importance in connection with na- 
tional defense, which justifies high com- 
mendation for Rear Adm. J. S. McKean, 
in charge of the Naval District. Largely 
as a result of Admiral McKean’s activi- 
ties, the base was established, and today 
there are here a naval training station, 
under the command of Capt. C. W. Cole, 
and quarters for Marines under the com- 
mand of Col. C. H. Lyman, U. S. M. C. 
The harbor is dotted with destroyers, 
submarines, mother ships, repair ships, 
tankers and tugs. Rear Adm. Ridley 
McLean, commanding the submarines of 
the Battle Fleet, makes his headquarters 
here as does Rear Adm. Luke McNamee, 
in command of the destroyer squadrons, 
Battle Fleet. 

The Army, too, is well represented. 
Brig. Gen. Ralph H. Van Deman has es- 
tablished his headquarters at Fort Rose- 
erans. Under his command also are 
Rockwell Field, which is to be expanded, 
and Camp Hearn. The fact there are 
so few troops at Rosecrans and that it 
has become the headquarters of General 
Van Deman has given rise to the belief 
that a large number of troops will be 
stationed here. That such action is es- 
sential is indicated by the growing use 
of San Diego as a naval base. Ad- 
miral de Steiguer, in command of the 
Battle Fleet, comes here frequently. He 
arrived a week ago in his flagship, but 
remained only 24 hours. 

The Naval Training Station is in 
splendid condition. On February 2, at 
the usual weekly review, Col. Ira C. Cop- 
ley, owner of the San Diego Union and 
San Diego Tribune, and a stockholder in 
the Army and Navy Journal, was the 
guest of honor. John Callan O’Laugh- 
lin, vice president of the Copley news- 
paper organization, and publisher of the 
Army and Navy Journal, also was pres- 
ent. During the review, gold footballs 
for use as watch charms were presented 
to each member of the football team of 
the training station, and a loving cup 
was given to the man who had done most 
to promote the signal success of the 
team. The appearance of the boys, the 
way in which they drilled, the report of 
the Librarian as to the use made of the 
books under her control, the condition 
of the barracks mess hall, quarters, etc., 
all revealed a high state of efficient ad- 
ministration. Colonel Copley and his 
party were entertained at tea by Cap- 
tain and Mrs, Cole. 

“The Nation has every right to be 
proud of its Navy,” said Colonel Copley, 
as he left the station. “It is earnest, in- 
tensive in instruction, and promotive of 
initiative.”

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Hawaiian Division Motorized 

HE War Department has decided to 

put into effect the partial mororiza- 
tion of the Hawaiian Division. The units 
which will be affected are the Head- 
quarters and Military Police Company, 
Second Chemical Company, Eleventh 
Signal Company, Headquarters and 
Headquarters Companies, Twenty-first 
and Twenty-second' Brigades, Nine- 
teenth, Twenty-first, Twenty-seventh 
and Thirty-fifth Infantry Regiments. All 
are stationed at Schofield Barracks, Ter- 
ritory of Hewaii. The Field Artillery 
Brigade of the Division has been mo- 
torized for some time. 

The plan contemplates the substitu- 
tion of motors for animal-drawn trans- 
portation of the field trains of the above 
units. However, the organizations will 
still retain their riding horses and the 
mules of the Machine Gun Companies, 
the Howitzer and the Regimental Head- 
quarters Companies. 

The completion of the project will ef- 
fect a reduction in authorized animals 
of 374 and an increase in motor vehicles 
of various types of 141. 


TO REVISE C. M. T. C. MANUAL, 

During the summer training camps of 
1927 a tentative Manual of Citizenship, 
prepared by Chap. C. P. Futcher in col- 
laboration with the American Citizen- 
ship Foundation of Chicago, was used 
for the instruction of the trainees in the 
Citizenship Course of the various Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camps through- 
out the country. 

As the result of suggestions and rec- 
ommendations received from Corps Area 
Commanders, the War Department has 
decided to revise the work in order to 
incorporate in it those ideas and im- 
provements which have been gained by 
actual experience with the Manual in 
the field. 

For this purpose, Chaplain Futcher, 
who is now on duty at the United States 
Disciplinary Barracks at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, will be ordered to tem- 
porary duty with the War Department 
for a period of about two months to un- 
dertake the cevision so that the new 
volume will be ready before the opening 
of the 1928 Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps. 
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Army Notes 
(THE War Department has decided to 
amend its present policy in regard 
to the number of officers who may com- 
pete for and accept Rhodes Scholarships 
at Oxford University, England. Under 
this policy the number who can compete 
for these scholarships is limited to five 
graduates of the United States Military 
Academy and five officers who are non- 
graduates of that institution. 

The new policy will authorize officers 
of the Army and Cadets of the United 
States Military Academy, who will be 
graduated prior to date of acceptance, 
to compete for these scholarships, with- 
out limitation as to number, subject to 
the approval of the War Department in 
each case. When an application of an 
officer or Cadet to enter a Rhodes 
Scholarship competition of a State is ap- 
proved, the War Department will include 
a statement that he will be made avail- 
able for detail at the University, in 
case he is successful in securing the 
scholarship. 

An examination of applicants for ap- 
pointment as first lieutenants, Medical 
Corps, Regular Army, under the pro- 
visions of A. R. 605-10, will be held 
within the continental limits of the 
United States, July 9 to 13, 1928, in- 
clusive. 

Applications and requests for informa- 
tion concerning this examination should 
be addressed to The Adjutant General. 

Maj. Gen. Edgar Jadwin, Chief of En- 
gineers, is expected in Chicago next 
week to attend the engineers’ confer- 
ence to be held there Feb. 14. 

The Secretary of War has designated 
the following officers as the Army repre- 
sentatives on the Board of Governors 
of the National Amateur Athletic Fed- 
eration: Majs. A. C. McBride, A. G. 
Gillespie, W. C. Rose, and Capt. C. R. 
Johnson, jr. According to the constitu- 
tion of the Federation, four Army rep- 
resentatives are authorized on the Board 
of Governors. 





Efforts upon the part of the Senate 
to amend the War Department Appro- 
priations Bill so as to provide for the 
increased enlisted strength of the Air 
Corps to be in addition to, the total en- 
listed strength of the Army are ex- 
pected. 

If this should develop it would mean 
that the strength of the Army would 
be 118,750 plus 1,248 men, provided for 
increasing the strength of the Air 
Corps, or a total strength of 119,998 
men. Under the present bill the increase 
in the Air Corps will have to be taken 
from other branches of the Service, thus 
necesitating further crippling of already 
skeletonized units.

Sladen, Commanding the Philippine De- 
partment, will permit horses of the 
Army, including officers’ private mounts, 
to be returned to the United States upon 
the certificate of an officer of the Vet- 
erinary Corps of the Army that the 
animals have not been exposed to such 
diseases as glanders and surra during 
the preceding sixty days. In addition, 
they must show negative reaction to the 
mallein test for glanders and blood ex- 
aminations for surra. Upon arrival in 
the United States, the horses will be 
subjected to a twenty-one day quaran- 
tine and the tests for glanders will be 
repeated. 

From the time of our occupation of the 
Philippine Islands to the present time, the 
shipment of horses from the Islands to 
the United States has been forbidden by 
the regulations of the Department of Ag- 
riculture as a precaution against the in- 
troduction of diseases which exist in the 
Philippine Islands such as glanders, surra, 
farcy and epizootic lymphanzitis. 

This regulation worked a hardship, par- 
ticularly on officers who owned horses and 
who were ordered to the Philippines for 
duty. They either were forced to leave 
their horses in the United States and thus 
be deprived of their use during the period 


of their tour of duty or, it they elected to | 


take their horses with them, th-~ were 
forced to dispose of them, upon completion 
of their tour of foreign service, regardless 
of sentiment and financial loss.

PAN AMERICAN FLIGHT ACCIDENT EXPLAINED. 
THAT AMOUNTS to the first lucid explanation of the disastrous crash of two of 
our Pan American Good-Will planes at Buenos Aires which resulted in death for 
two U. S. Army Air Corps officers was given before the House Committee on Appro- 
priations by Captain Ira C. Eaker, U.S. A. ; s 

Captain Eaker’s testimony was given at the instance of Major General James E., 
Fechet, U. S. A., Chief of Air Corps, who said Captain Eaker is the foremost am- 
phibian pilot in the world. Extracts from the hearings follow: 

Mr Barbour: Would the apparatus which controlled the wheels work at all times? 

Captain Eaker: Oh, yes. We had a cable break occasionally. The crank in the cock- 
pit is connected by a cable with the arms that raise and lower the wheels. If the wheels 
are not fully down and you come up out of the water on a bank or a cencrete ramp, there 
is nothing to support the weight of the ship but a three-sixteenth-inch cable, and that will 
snap right off. If the elbow is not fully extended, it throws the weight on the cable. Now 
we get away from that by having a little signal light which flashes if the elbow is fully 
extended, because it makes an electrical contact in the elbow. If it is not fully extended 
it will not flash. 

Mr. Barbour: If it is not fully extended the wheels are not engaged? 

Captain Eaker: They are not fully down, and will not carry the weight of the plane. 

Mr. Barbour: It was suggested that something of that kind was responsible for the 
accident which happened to some of the members of the party. 

Captain Eaker: I saw the accident, and it is my personal opinion that it did have a 
bearing. At the last stop before we reached Buenos Aires, where the accident occurred, 
Captain Woolsey was taxiing out of the water on a concrete ramp, and he did that very 
thing. The wheels were not fully down, and broke a fitting in the end of the cable. We 
could not repair that without a machine shop. We knew that the next day we were going 
to Buenos Aires, where the machine shops of the flying corps of the Argentine Government 
We said “We have to land in the water anyway at Buenos Aires,” and we went 
in there us seaplanes. They lifted the wheels up manually and flew into Buenos Aires as a 
seaplane. In order to get to the landing field, which is about 15 miles on the other side of 
the city, they had to land on the ground. They took off ahead of the rest of us. Lieutenant 
Benton got out on the plane and dumped the wheels. The weight of the wheel will drop it 
into position when the cable is not there to support it, and he tied it there. They must 
have been about three-quarters of a mile away from my plane when they came together 
so I could not see for certain whether Lieutenant Benton was on the wing or not, but I 
think he was. Captain Woolsey was probably looking out over the left of the cockpit, indi- 
cating to him what to do, or checking his work. Lieutenant Benton was out there without 
his parachute, because, in climbing around on a plane it is much safer to climb around 
without a parachute than with a parachute. In that position Major Dargue started to 
turn kft. Captain Woolsey was crossing his path, not looking to the right, and they 
came together. So I personally think probably the damaged gear did have some bearing 
on the

ADM. PRATT MENTIONED FOR BATTLE FLEET COMMAND. 
7ICE-ADMIRAL WILLIAM V. PRATT, commanding the Battleship Divisions, 

Battle Fleet, appears to be outstanding among the probable selections for a new 
Commander-in-Chief of the Battle Fleet. 

Rearl Admiral Louis M. Nulton, who is completing his tour as Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy, is due for sea duty and it is not improbable that he will be 
selected to take over Admiral Pratt’s present command with the Battleship Di- 
Vision. 

Secretary Wilbur has announced that he is considering the appointment of 
Admiral Louis de Steiguer, present C-in-C of the Battle Fleet, as commandant of 
the Third Naval District, effective following the retirement on February 15 of Rear- 
Admiral Charles P. Plunkett. 

Admiral de Steiguer assumed command of the Battleships Division on the West 
Coast in October, 1925 and, in accordance with the Navy Department’s policy of 
“stepping-up” the Battleship Division’s commander to be Commander-in-Chief of 
the Battle Fleet, he was given this command last fall. If this policy is continued 
and there is every reason to believe it will be, Vice Admiral Pratt woud be elevated 
to the higher command. 

WAR PLANS CALL FOR 141,229 RESERVE OFFICERS 

DPISCLOSING THAT THE latest estimates on mobilization, compiled and prepared 

by the War Department, call for an Army of 3,828,878 men with 27.103 officers 
of the Regular Army, 22,447 officers from the National Guard and 141,229 officers 
from the Organized Reserves, Congressman Hoffman refuted the claim of Rep- 
resentative Collits, of Mississippi, that only 65,000 reserve officers were contem- 
plated by the War Department in the case of emergency. 

Mr. Hoffman's figures were obtained from Major General Lutz Wahl, U.-S. A.. 
The Adjutant General. They reveal that, for an Aimy of 3,828,878 men, a total of 
190,779 officers are contemplated as necessary by the General Staff. Mr. Hoffman 
also pointed out that during the World War when the Army of the United States 
Was approximately this same figure—4,057,101 men—that a total of 209,684 com- 
missioned officers were used. 

These figures, compiled by the General Staff of the Army, were used as an 
argument toward securing increased appropriations for the active duty training 
of at least 20,000 Reserve Officers for two weeks during the fiscal year 1929. The 
Budget had allowed only sufficient funds in the estimates for training 16,000. 

COMMANDER HAYES IS NOW ON EUROPEAN TOUR, 
LIEUT. COMDR. WEBB C. HAYES, grandson of former President Hayes, who 
resigned his commission to take effect March 27, is on a European vacation tour 
with Mrs. Hayes, Comdr. Hayes having been granted leave due him and which will not 
expire until his resignation becomes effective in March. 

Commander Hayes formerly was aide to Rear Adml. W. R. Shoemaker when 
the latter was chief of the Bureau of Navigation. At the time of his resignation, 
Comdr. Hayes commanded the destroyer Tracy. He has not confided to any of his 
friends in Washington what his future plans may be but it is generally believed 
that Comdr. Hayes, when he returns to the United States, will enter upon a 
business career. ———_- — 

NEW MAJOR GENERAL FOR NATIONAL GUARD PLANNED 

"THE NATIONAL GUARD will have «a new major general through creation of a 

headquarters for the Forty-first Division, National Guard. This division com- 
prises units in Montana, Oregon, Idaho, Washington and Wyoming. Authorities 
of the five States involved now have the matter under consideration and will de- 
termine in which State the headquarters of the division is to be located. The Goy- 
ernor of the State to which the allotment is made then will have jurisdiction over 
appointment of the major general. After appointment by the Governor, the ap- 
pointee, in order to secure Federai recognition, must successfully pass examination 
prescribed in Section 75 of the National Defense Act. 





MAJOR FEGAN RETURNS FROM INSPECTION TRIP. 
NyAs0R J. C. FEGAN, of Marine Corps Headquarters, has returned to his desk 
7 after completing a three-week inspection tour of Marine Corps enlistment posts 
in the Central Western and Southern Divisions. His inspections were made with a 
view of consolidating recruiting stations for reasons of economy, and action of this 
nature is expected in the near future. 

The Marine Corps has not been recruiting men for the past three-month period 
and the policy for the remainder of the fiscal year, until July 1, next, will be to 
accept re-enlistments only. It has been estimated that the number of re-enlistments 
expected between now and July 1 will care for the needs of Marine Corps enlisted 
personnel requirements.

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SERGEANT SAVES MILLIONS FOR U. S. BY NEW SYSTEM. 

A NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICER in the Coast Artillery Corps, Mstr. Sgt. Paul 
? R. Nelson, has developed a system to replace conductor cable for mine control 
which, it is estimated will save the Government $1,000,000 for maintenance in 10 
Set. Nelson is a graduate of the enlisted men’s instruction course of the 
Coast Artillery School, and a native of LaCrosse, Wisconsin. He served in the Wis- 
consin National Guard and enlisted in the Coast Artillery Corps in 1914. During 
the World War he served as a Captain. He now is stationed at Fort Totten, New 
York, with the Submarine Mine Depot, where he resides with his wife, Mrs. Jo- 
sephine W. Nelson. His base pay as a master sergeant of over 20 years service is 
$157.50 per month.

Gen. Hero. The submarine depot has been actively engaged in developing some 
kind of a system that will obviate the necessity for the use of this 19-conductor cable. 
If we can get a system that will werk efticiently and properly without the use of the 
19-conductor cable we will save a great deal of purchase money and a great deal of 
maintenance money. 

Mr. Collins. Are you working on that now? 

Gen. Hero. Yes, sir. We have developed a system, called the Nelson system, by 
which we use a much cheaper cable with only a few changes in the mining casemate, 
** 

Mr. Taber. But you are going to make further experiments? 

Maj. Cottrell... That is simply to test out the tropical use of the system and to 
give it a little further test, because we cannot do anything else at the present time. 
The system has been adopted. ‘ 

I might say in connection with that, that Mstr. Sgt. Paul R. Nelson, Coast Artillery 
Corps, who developed this system is a master sergeant (electrical) in the Coast Artillery 
Corps. He is a result of our enlisted men’s instruction course at the Coast Artillery 
School. He has done a wonderful work on this thing, and it shows the advantage we 
have derived from that Coast Artillery school. 

Gen. Hero. He is a very fine fellow and this will save the Government $1,000,000 
in 10 years on maintenance, when we get that system put in, 





ARMY PLANS TO PURCHASE 458 AUTOMOBILES. 
TEW FORD CARS for the Army are looked for since the hearings on the War 

Department Appropriations Bill revealed the fact that Major General B. F. 
Cheatham, U. S. A., The Quartermaster General, is seriously considering their pur- 
chase as replacement vehicles for the passenger cars of war-time vintage, which are 
rapidly reaching an unrepairable condition. 

Questioned as to a change in the language of the bill by members of the House 
Committee on Appropriations the following discussion occurred: 

General Cheatham: I would like to say a word as to these motor vehicles. 
asking to buy 10 motor-propelled vehicles at a cost not to exceed $2,500 each. } 
your authority limited the number of cars and limited the price to be paid. We believe 
that our study will justify the procurement of some cars cheaper than $1,000. We would 
like that change in language to permit that flexibility; the maximum price to be paid to 
remain, but the number of cars to be increased, so that if we find a satisfactory car for 
money we can buy an increased number, not to exceed the total of 458, 

Mr. Harrison: Are you looking forward to the new Ford? 

General Cheatham: We are. 

Mr. Collins: You are not putting a limit at all on the price? : 
General Cheatham: Yes, sir; we put the limit on the price, and we also put the limit 
on the number. A thousand dollars is the limit on the price, and 458 is the limit on the 
number of five-passenger cars.

Congressional Notes 

RECOMMENDING that Lts. Maitland 

and Hegenberger, U. S. Army Air 
Corps, should receive Congressional 
Medals of Honor in recognition of their 
spectacular non-stop flight to Hawaii 
last June, Rep. Gallivan, of Massachu- 
setts, introduced a bill to accomplish 
this purpose. It is believed likely that 
the measure will receive favorable con- 
sideration and be passed, especially since 
Col. Lindbergh was awarded this recog- 
nition for his flight across the Atlantic. 


Representative Wiiliam W. Cohen, of 
New York, delivered a lengthy speech 
upon the advantages which are _ pre- 
sented to the City of New York by the 
possible use of Governors Island as a 
municipal airport. He quoted Postmas- 
ter General New, various Army officers, 
and Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh to 
substantiate his arguments in favor of 
the much disputed Island as an Airport. 


The Tyson-Fitzgerald bills, of the 
Senate and House, respectively, are still 
awaiting consideration on the calendars 
of Congress. 

Both bills have been reported favore 
ably by the Committees to which they 
were referred and indications are that 
their passage will not be difficult when 
they come up for a vote. 

Sentiment in favor of this legislation 
has been steadily growing and numerous 
petitions, resolutions, ete., have been sub- 
mitted to members of Congress urging 
its enactment into law. 

A resolution, adopted by the Womens’ 
National Patriotic Conference recently, 
urging the passage of these bills, has 
been circulated among members and in- 


dications are that this has had some 
effect. 
H. R. 7926, known. as the Lord bill, 


which would place the Director of the 
Bureau of the Budget upon the retired 
list of the Army with the rank of major 
general, is still awaiting consideration 
by the House on the Private Calendar. 

This bill merely confers upon Brig. 
Gen. Herbert M. Lord the rank which he 
would have held had he not resigned as 
Chief of Finance of the Army in order 
to accept his present post.

by following a “peace at any price” policy which was vociferously advocated then 
as now. But he did not. He chose a course which involved a decision by arms, and 
the years have proven his wisdom. 

Now there is pending before Congress a Navy program which will place the 
Tinited States in a position where no nation can force us into armed conflict without 
disastrous results to itself. We are faced with the same situation as Lincon when 
he said: 

“Vessels in our Navy, completed and in service, or which are under contract and 
mpproaching completion, are believed to excced in number those of any other power. 
But while these may be relied upon for harbor defense and coast service, others of 
greater strength and capacity will be necessary for cruising purposes and to main- 
aain our rightful position on the ocean.” 

We commend his words to those who believe destroyers rotting at docks and 
yaner ships are adequate for National Defense. 

GENERAL PERSHING WILL sail for France the latter part of February to con- 

tinue his work in connection with the erection of monuments in the cemeteries 
of the dead “over there.” It is a duty very close to the heart cf the General. He 
feels the valor displayed by the boys under his command who made the supreme 
sacrifice for their country, justifies immortailty as far as human hands can promote 
it. With the utmost care, and after consultation with some of the ablest artists and 
architects of the Nation, he has approved plans for structures, which will effectively 
commemorate the deeds of the dead and be in keeping with the glory which they 
achieved. The General is hopeful that the $3,000,000 program he has adopted will be 
completed by June 30, 1931. Congressman Wood, who had charge in the House of 
the Independent Offices Appropriation bill, which contains appropriations for the 
werk, paid the General a tribute in saying “It is a great compliment to the 
United States to know that, we are thus caring for our dead.” 

HE KANSAS CITY CHAPTER of the Reserve Officers’ Association has received 

high commendation from Maj. Gen. Harry A. Smith, commander of the 7th 
Corps Area. It recently was cited as the model for the Area in the matter of in- 
terest, instruction and efficiency. General Smith told the Kansas City Chapter that in 
Omaha the Reserves there are “running them close” and they would have to attend 
to their laurels or they would be “skinned.” 

General Smith, by the way, is doing effective work in cooperating with the Re- 
rorves generally in his Corps Area. He is a frequent attendant of meetings and 
x-skes addresses which are inspiring. 

It would be interesting to have competitions not only in the Corps Areas but 
between the best Reserve Chapters of the several Corps Areas. Can it be done, 
Colcnel Stone? 
fPHE HOUSE MILITARY COMMITTEE is manifesting an activity which has 

earned for it the gratitude of the Service. It has been grinding out legislation 
quietly but efficiently, and its Chairman, Mr. Morin, and members, Republicans as 
well as Democrats, have obviously been inspired not by polities but solely by a keen 
interest in the improvement of National Defense. We are led to make this remark 
by a printed page of a January Congressional Record. Twenty-one bills, re- 
lated directly or indirectly to the Army were reported to the Senate in one day 
as passed by the House. They included various subjects, such as granting Vancouver 
an easement for highway purposes over the Vancouver Barracks Military Reserva- 
tion; authorizing the sale of additional real estate for the building fund, as well as 
additional construction; permitting the purchases of horses and mules, ete, The 
House also passed the James ration bill, a measure which when enacted will assure 
the legality of the more satisfactory ration provided for the Army. 

When Congressman Wurzbach, of Texas, a member of the Committee, was 
being questioned by a colleague as to the provision for the primary flying field at 
Texas, he made this statement: 

“I am very glad to say that the Military Affairs Committee of the House is 
beginning to exercise some of its constitutional powers. It is authorizing legislation 
and not leaving that entirely to the Appropriation Committee.” 

Correct. And the result is seen in the greater consideration which is being 
given to the needs of the Service. 

PEVELOPMENT OF AIR navigation facilities in the United States is certainly 
receiving Congressional encouragement. In the Act making appropriations for 
the several departments, including that of Commerce, there is a provision directing 
the expenditure of $3,684,850 for the establishment and maintenance of aids to air 
navigation. This includes the equipment of additional air mail routes for day and 
night flying, acquisition of ground for landing sites, and purchase of passenger 
planes. 
Both the Army and the Navy have a direct interest in this civilian activity 
since it tends to develop facilities, and the manufacture and use of planes. UIti- 
mately, the United States will be well equipped in both respects, and then the 


Services will have a large reservoir upon which to draw in time of emergency. 
MAEING clear the purposes of National Defense to the legislators in his Corps 
Area is one of the duties undertaken with marked success by Maj. Gen. Rich- 
mond P. Davis, commanding the Fourth Corps Area. General Davis addressed the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina at the Capitol recently, outlining 


the policy of National Defense and was given a rising vote of thanks for his exposi- 
tion of the subject. The General deserves congratulations. The better informed

spector General be major generals of the 
line detailed for said duty, five of the addi- 

ynal major generals authorized by Section 
1 being utilized for these duties The 
Chiefs of Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, 
and Coast Artillery are responsible for the 
organization, equipment, personnel, tactical, 
and training doctrines of their respective 
arms. The discharge of these responsibili- 
ties requires broad experience in command 
and therough understanding of the role of 
other art Lack of this experience and 
knowledge prevents the development of the 
team play so essential te success in war 
Similarly the Inspector General should be 
an officer of the broadest experience in com 
mand and knowledge of all arms and 
branches. The board believes that the pres 
ent system of appointing colonels as chiefs 
of these five branches is not conducive to 
the same successful results which would be

However, the Secretary of War, in 
submitting the opinion of the War De- 
partment on this measure gives the first 
unfavorable report that has been noted 
on the so-called promotion bills. His 
terse statement, “I do not favor the 
passage of this bill,” followed with an 
explanation as to why the legislation is 
not desirable will have a compelling in- 
terest. The Secretary, however, calls at- 
tention to his interest in the provisions 
for the retirement of assistant chiefs 
when he states: 

“The proposed legislation would extend 
to an assistant chief of branch the same 
privileges as is now accorded by law to a 
chief of branch, of retirement with the rank 
held while in such office should he be re- 
tired subsequent to completing four years 
of service as an assistant chief. 

“The only provisions of this bill that I 
can approve are that insuring the continued 
effectiveness of the recently enacted Air 
Corps act and that authorizing an assistant 
chief of branch who has served four years 
as such and is subsequently retired to have 
the retired rank and pay of the grade held 
while in such office. I am constrained to 
view the other provisions of this bill as un- 
satisfactory and in no manner improving 
the present law and recommend they be not 
enacted into law.” 

Inasmuch as the Department has given 
an unfavorable report on this measure, 
and its provisions are so different from 
present law, it is safe to assume that 
Congress will be unlikely to give favor- 
able consideration to it. However, the 
provision for a slight added reward to 
the officer who is picked for a special 
and particular task such as assistant 
chief of a branch would seem to merit 
favorable consideration. It would not 
cost any money and it would be an added 
incentive for the attainment of this ap 
pointment.

FOOTBALL RU 1 ES CHANGED. 
‘THREE important changes in the grid- 

iron code for 1928, each designed to 
correct abuses or confusion growing 
out of the previous rules rather than 
to effect a fundamental alteration, were 
announced this week by the National 
Football Rules Committee through The 
Associated Press. 

The changes remove much of the pro- 
tection afforded the lateral or backward 
pass, do away with the confusing dis- 
tinction between a muffed or fumbled 
punt, and deal a blow to use of the 
“sereen pass.” They provide: 

1. That backward or lateral pass must be 
tossed at least two yards to be classed as 
such and that it may be reeovered by the 
defensive side if grounded but not advanced, 
thus doing away with the protection af- 
forded under the rules last year to hidden 
ball and other trick passes behind the 
scrimmage line. 

2. That either a muff or femble of a punt 
may be recovered by the kicking side but 
not advaneed beyond the point of recovery. 

3. That no player on the side making a 
forward pass and who has crossed the line 
of scrimmage may interfere with an oppo- 
nent until the ball has been touched, there- 
by deing away with what the rules commit- 
tee believes has been unfair blocking and 
checking, to sereen the pass receiver, by 
players themselves who are not eligible to 
receive the pass,

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Financial Digest 

By a Market Expert. 
yISCUSSING the trend of trade and 
prices the past few weeks, the Fed- 


eral Reserve Board in a recent state- 
ment says: 
Retail trade of department stores and 


mail order houses increased slightly more 
than is usual in December and were some- 
what larger than a year ago. Inventories of 
merchandise carried by department stores 
were reduced in December and at the end 
of the year were slightly smaller than at 
the end of 1926. Wholesale trade in nine 
leading lines continued smaller than in the 
corresponding month of last year. Stocks 
of groceries, shoes, hardware and furniture 
earried by wholesale firms were smaller at 
the end of December than a year earlier 
and stocks of dry goods and drugs were 
slightly larger. Freight car loadings de- 
clined further in December and were in 
smaller volume during that month and the 
early part of January than at any time in 
four years. The decrease in loadings oc- 
curred in practically all groups of commodi- 
ties. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics index of 
wholesale commodity prices remained prac- 
tically unchanged in December and was at 
the end of the year about 1 per cent lower 
than a year ago. Prices of grains, hide and 
leather products, nonferrous metals, and 
rubber increased in December, while prices 
of livestock, cotton and lumber declined. In 
the first three weeks of January, there were 
increases in prices of iron and steel, grains, 





and wool, while prices of cattle, hogs and 
cotton declined. 
CANAL TRAFFIC SHOWS INCREASE 


Commercial transits through the Pan- 
ama Canal for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1927, aggregated 6,085 as compared with 
5,420 for 1926, and 4,774 for the year 
1925. Commercial traffic for the calen- 
dar year 1927 exceeded that of any 
twelve-month period since the opening 
of the Canal in number of vessels, ton- 
nage, tons of cargo carried and amount 
of tolls collected, showing an increase 
over the previous record as follows: 
11.1 per cent in number of transits; 9.0 
per cent in tonnage; 4.9 per cent in tons 
of cargo carried, and 7.9 per cent in 
tolls collected. Heavy wheat and nitrate 
shipments through the Canal during the 
last six months of the year have played 
a large part in establishing this new 
high record.

Havana (Special).—The Pan Ameri- 
ean conference on Feb. 7 upheld the 
right of the United States to protect 
the Panama Canal and guarantee its 
safety.

HE steamers “Neshobee” and “River- 
side Bridge” have been sold by the 
United States Shipping Board to C. W.
